It is difficult to base a toll high- 


way argument on cold, hard econo- 
mic facts as against the disruption 
of some beautiful country-side. The 
toll highway system, its placement 
and feasibility, were based on some 
projections into the future. If we 
deny that there is a tomorrow, 
then we must deny the need for a 
more adequate highway system. 


For example, the engineering 


•Indies leading up to the pro- 
posed toll road system, takes into 
account that 85 per cent of all 
cattle, hogs and other meat ani- 
mals is delivered to the five ma- 
jor stockyards by truck. 


The projections, for example, 


anticipate traffic that will double 
through our territory in the next 
20 years. 


The toll road surveys antici- 


pate- that vehicular registration 
•will jump from the present three 
million in the state, to about 5.5 
million in 1990.

The engineering report, author- 


ized by the state legislature, has 
this comment: 


"In arriving at the traffic vol- 


umes potential to a toll road net- 
work by 1976, estimated future pop- 
ulation in the state and projected

population vehicle ratio for that 
date. The average annual mileage 
to be expected of Illinois vehicles 
in future years has also been con- 
sidered in estimating total annual 
travel. Similar estimates have been 
made to determine travel into and 
through Illinois from other states. 


"Based on this," the report 


continues, "travel on the toll sys- 
tem by Illinois residents is ex- 
pected to increase to about 190

expected to increase to 250 per 
cent of the 1956 estimate by 1976. 
This greater rate ot increase in

He had formed the governor's 
official traffic safety committee, 
which included the heads of state 
departments having to do with 
safety, law enforcement and edu- 
cation, and promoted a statewide 
meeting of teen-agers last April to 
draft a- safety program for young 
people.

Eelco van Kleffens oi the Nether- 


lands, president of the United Na- 
tions, announced the Soviet diplo- 
mat died of a heait attack. In bad 
health for several yeais, Vishinsky 
lemained in the thick of diplomatic 
storms here to the end. 


All United Nations meetings were 


suspended for the day. and thus 
debate in the U. N. Political Com- 
mittee on President Eisenhower's 
atoms-for-peace plan was post- 
poned. 


Died At Headquarter* 


A Soviet source said Vishinsky 


collapsed and died early this morn- 
ing- at Soviet delegation headquar- 
ters on Park avenue. 


U. S. Ambassador Henry Cabot 


Lodge Jr. said he saw Vishinsky 
as late as 11:15 p.m. (EST) Sun- 
day night at a dinner given by 
Henri Hoppenot, France's perma- 
nent representative to the U. N. 
for French Premier Pierre Mendes- 
France. 


Lodge said Vishinsky wa? in 


"tint good humor, laughing and 
talkative as always." 


Lodge said he first heard that 


Vishinsky was ill when the an- 
nouncement that the Soviet diplo- 
mat was indisposed was made in 
the U. N. Political Committee by 
A. A. Sobolev of the Soviet dele- 
gation. 


Lodge said he railed an Inter- 


preter over who told him Vishinsky 
was ill and Lodge said he inquired 
if there was anything he could do. 
He said the interpreter thanked 
him but said there was nothing. 
Then came the news of the death. 


Stunned By News 


Sobolev stood at his chair after 


the meeting' was adjourned and 
a line of delegates formed to ex- 
tend their condolences. Some of 
th Soviet representatives were wip- 
ing their eyes as they left th« 
committee chamber and appeared 
to be stunned by the news. 


Word of the death of Vishinsky— 


as famed today for his blistering 
oratory as he was in the 1930s as 
Stalin's blood purge prosecutor^ 
spread quickly throughout the U.N. 


While regular sessions of th« 


U.N. 
were adjourned out of re- 


spect, the General Assembly ar- 
ranged to meet this afternoon in 
tribute to the Soviet delegate. 


Once a member of the right wing 


"Menshevik"—minority—faction of 
Russia's revolutionaries, a faction 
hated by the Bolsheviks. Vishinsky 
fitted himself to the Bolshevik— 
majority—line and never deviated 
from the day he was accepted into 
the Communist party more than 
three decades ago.

Rose to Fame 


Vishinsky rose to fame as stats 


prosecutor with a slashing, violent 
prosecution of old Bolshevik lead- 
ers in the Stalin blood purge of the 
middle 1930s. He went on to higher 
things, winding up as foregin min- 
ister. 


He surrendered the top post of 


the Foreign Ministry to V. M. Mo- 
lotov in March. 1953, in the Soviet 
government realignment which fol- 
lowed the death of Stalin, and he 
was appointed first deputy foreign 
minister. Last December, on his 
70th birthday. Vishinsky's services 
to the Soviet stale were lecogmzed 
when he was awarded the Order of 
Lenin, his nation's highest award. 


Vishinsky. better known to the 


world outside the Iron Curtain than 
almost any oiher Soviet figure, be- 
gan to suffer declining health in 
1949. His health frequently caused 
his absence from important coun- 
cils. In 1950, he had to go to a 
Czechoslovak Spa to recuperate, 
but always he was back on the job 
when the U.N. was in session. He 
arrived in New York only last 
September at the head of his dele- 
gation to the U. N. Assembly.

4-H supervisor. 


Information learned at this meet- 


ing and at the follow-up meeting 
Dec. 8 will be given by Mrs. Schu- 
maker and Mrs. Bechtold to all 
Ogle County women leading cloth- 
ing clubs next year. 


These ladies will be in charge of 


the clothing training schools which 
will be held next spring. 


The leaders were shown how to 


measure a 4-H girl to determine 
which size pattern would mostly 
nearly fit her figure. 


Then the leaders actually tried 


basic dresses on the 4-H girls pres- 
ent, and decided how they would 
alter the patterns to make them 
conform more nearly to the 4-H 
girls' figures. 


Miss Butler gave many helpful 


pointers that may help you home- 
makers 
who make 
your owp 


clothes. 


She said that for best results 


and a minimum of alteration and 
fitting you should determine the 
person's figure type first, in order 
to know the pattern size. You 
should decide whether the figure 
to be fitted is a girl, teen-ager, jun- 
ior miss, miss, chubby, half-size, 
or fuller figure type . 


There are patterns available for 


all these figures types. 


Correct Size 


Then Miss Butler said that after 


you've 
determined 
your 
figure 


type you must be certain to buy 
the correct size pattern- 


She demonstrated taking these 


four measurements: 


1. High chest—tape high under 


the armpits, straight across chest. 


2. Bust—over the fullest part- 


draw tape taut. 


3. Waist—at natural waistline. 
4. Hip — approximately seven 


inches below waistline and over 
fullest part. 


She stated that we must remem- 


ber this (and I imagine this is new 
to many of us), that if the bust 
measured no more than four inch- 
es larger than the high chest, try 
the pattern size nearest the chest 
measurement, not the bust meas- 
urement. In other words, substi- 
tute your chest measurement for 
the bust measurement which is 
printed on the pattern. In this way 
the pattern will fit the shoulder 
and bust section which are the 
most difficult lines to alter. 


Miss Butler said that in deter- 


mining your figure size, the waist 
and hip measurement need not be 
taken into consideration as these 
.are simple alterations. 


I 
She also gave some helpful in- 


formation on selecting a pattern 
for a separate skirt. If you are se- 
lecting a skirt pattern with flare 
or fullness use your waist measure- 
ment to determine the pattern 
size. 


But. if you are going to make a 


skirt with straight, slim lines, use 
the hip measurement to determine 
the pattern size. The waistline is 
easier to alter and adjust.

6A Treasure in the Heart of 


Every Man' 


Winston Churchill, discussing convicted criminals, once 


said: "There is a treasure, if you can only find it, in the 
heart of every man." 
The truth of that observation, frequently demonstrated, 


seems particularly worth recalling in this Christmas season. 
Behind prison walls all over the United States, convicts who 
volunteer as human guinea pigs for science are sacrificing 
their health, in some cases dying, for no reward other than 
the knowledge that their act will help humanity in the free 
world outside . 
, 
Writing in the December Readers Digest, Don Wharton 


cites case after case of this sort of sacrifice. In Sing Sing 
prison last year, 62 inmates volunteered to be injected with 
syphilis eerms because scientists wanted a clue as to whether 
the human body can develop immunity. Over half of the 62 
contracted the disease. Each volunteer received a carton of 
cigarettes at Christmas and a note on his record; and science 
got its clue.

At the Illinois state penitentiary three prisoners volun- 


tarily contracted malaria in order to "feed" mosquitoes used 
in laboratory tests. Each volunteer, without help from drugs, 
endured fever as high as 107°, plus the chills and aches of 
malaria. Daily, 200 mosquitoes fed on his arm for half an 
hour. 


In the summer of 1942, inmates of the state prison col- 


ony at Norfolk, Mass.. were told that the navy wanted a test 
of blood-plasma substitute derived from the food of cattle. 
All prisoners were warned that a volunteer for injection 
risked possible death. There was no reward. Among the 22 
who volunteered, seven out of ten would have been eligible 
for parole in two years or less. Sixty-four were injected. 
Within a month eight were seriously ill and one was dead. 
The experiment was stopped, despite protests of some vol- 
unteers who urged it be continued. 


The. article relates other cases, including one in which 


533 inmates of three prisons willingly submitted to danger- 
ous experiments in order to broaden the knowledge of serum 
hepatitis. The disease was contracted by 130; proved fatal 
to two.

Why do prisoners volunteer for such tests ? Some men 


have cited the occasional slight reward as a reason. One 
woman serving a life term for murder mentioned relatives 
who were fighting in Korea. A malaria-experiment volun- 
teer at an Atlanta prison said, "This was the only decent 
thing I ever did." 


Dr. Austin MacCormick, a leading prison authority, at- 


tributes prisoners' sacrifices to "a social conscience which 
many of them do not realize they have." Warden Joseph 
Ragen of the Illinois State penitentiary perhaps expressed 
the moral essence of such deeds when he said: "Men are 
not entirely lost if they are willing to help other people."

You have published four editor- 


ials in support of the proposed toll 
road, and you have criticized our 
Dixon Supervisors because they 
have not actively opposed the pas- 
sage of a resolution requesting that 
it be abandoned and Route 30 wid- 
ened. You have enumerated a num- 
ber of supposed benefits which you 
believe will result from its con- 
struction, but you have made only 
bare mention of the damage that 
will be suffered by the/ persons 
whose land it will cross. Your ar- 
guments in favor of. the road have 
not convinced me, and I would like 
to tell you why I am still an ob- 
jector. 
' 


You complain that'the arguments 


of the objectors are based on self- 
interest. That is true, but I am 
sure it is equally true in the case 
of the proponents of the road. 


At the outset let me state that 


I have not been employed by any- 
one, or even asked by anyone, to 
write this letter. I have written it 
because it seemed to me that the 
objectors' 
side hasn't been pre- 


sented, and because I would like 
to ask you, or the directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce, or some 
one who has sound, concrete argu- 
ments that apply to Dixon and Lee 
County, to present them. 


My objections are based on self- 


interest, because I will be obliged 
to sell 13 acres of land that neither 
my tenant nor 1 like to lose,, and I 
anticipate that the pleasant view 
which we now have from the farm 
porch will be cut off by an ap- 
proach to an overpass over the toll 
road. 


The map prepared by the Com- 


mission and sent to the County 
Clerk, showed the right-of-xvay so 
located that it would bisect near- 
ly every farm in its path across 
the entire County. This was so ab- 
surd and so unnecessary it natur- 
ally raised a violent protest. The 
meeting at the Loveland Commun- 
ity Building followed, and it was 
there stated that the route would 
doubtless be shifted to the half-sec- 
tion line. 


If it straddles the half-section 


line so that one-hlaf of the right-of- 
way lies on each side, the damage 
will be reduced as much as pos- 
sible, on the whole, but it will still 
be serious, as I would like to point 
out with a few figures, which apply 
only to Le« County:— 


1. Over 130 farm owners will be 


forced to sell from 1 to 18 acres of 
land. This acreage cannot be re- 
placed, as little land is for sale. 
With modern machinery, every- 
one ia looking for additional land. 


2. The tenants on these farms 


who are not owners have no way 
of obtaining compensation for the 
reduction in their productive acre- 
age. 


3. A number of sets of farm 


buildings will be located in the 
right-of-way, and must either be 
moved or demolished. 


4. The farms in South Dixon and 


Palmyra Townships which will be 
crossed diagonally, in addition to 
being cut into two parts, will be 
forever blighted with triangular 
fields. 


5. Many farm homes located on 


the north and south roads, with an 
unobstructed view and good circu- 
lation of air. will face the ap- 
proaches to over-passes. 


«. At least 40 farms will be cut 


into two parts, the only access be- 
tween the two parts being by way 
of the over-pass at the nearest 
highway. This is a well-night im- 
possible situation so fsr as the 
pasturage of hogs and dairy cat- 
tle is concerned. 


7. Over 1300 acres of farm land 


will be forever lost for purpose of 
taxation. Seems like a small item, 
but it means a lot to the school 
districts and other taxing bodies 
that lose the revenue. 


It is easy to say that adequate 


compensation will be paid for the 
damage suffered, but it just isn't 
true. I believe you would have a 
hard time to find a land owner or 
tenant who wouldn't vote to stay 
as he is rather than to accept the 
amount of compensation he will 
receive. 


In one of your articies you stated 


that if the toll road is constructed, 
the traffic load on township roads, 
and traffic congestion in the cities 
will be relieved. I believe that in 
Dixon. at lesst, it will work the 
other way. If there ere to be only 
two access points in Lee County 
(at Route 51 and 2«), all traffic 
headed for the toll road from the 
west end of the rounty will enter 
at the Route X access point. One-

WASHINGTON UP) — A big in- 


crease in government spending is 
cited by the Commerce 
Depart- 


ment as the "most significant" 
change in the national economy in 
the past 25 years—a period which 
saw the economy double in size. 


In a special study made public 


Sunday night, the department at- 
tributed to bigger national security 
outlays the increase in government 
spending, which it said accounted 
for 231i per cent of the national 
economy last year, as compared 
with about 8 per cent in 1929. 


Other changes noted included a 


decline in the farmer's share in 
the economy, a big rise in that 
going to manufacturing and a big 
inciease in the proportion of the 
national income being paid out in 
wages and salaries. 


In 1929 the nation produced 104 


billion dollars worth of goods and 
services, the department said, and 
by 1953 this had risen to 365 bil- 
lions. After revision to take ac- 


count of price changes during the 
25-year period, total 
production 


rose from a "constant dollar" level 
of 149 billions in 1929 to 307 billions 
last year—an increase of about 105 
per cent. 


Personal income went up from 


68 billion dollars in 1929 to 286 
billions in 1953, the department 
said, but since the total tax bill 
increased by about 12 times in the 
period, disposable i n c o m e in- 
creased only from 83 billions to 
250 billions. 


Corrected for price changes, dis- 


posable income showed a growth 
from 113 billion dollars in 1929 to 
214 billions last year. On a per 
capita basis, and again 
after 


changes for price fluctuation* dis- 
posable income rose from $927 for 
each person in 1929 to 51,339 in 
1953.

The soil of Belgium literally ha?

Belgium in wartime is simply 


an accordion of anguish—squeezed 
back and forth by the armies of 
bigger powers. 


"That is win even Belgian un- 


derground leaders who tought 
lierceh against the Nazis now 
are in favor of rearming Ger- 
many." explained an American 
xvho lives here. "They know it N 
impossible to keep the Germans 
permanently disarmed, and they 
are in fa^vor of any plan that will 
make all their big neighbors 
allied instead of enemies." 


There are no signs of combat 


fatigue in Belgium, no exhaustion 
of the spint, no frustrated sense 
of bitterness against the present, 
such as visuois sometimes say 
they see in Fiance. 


The Belgians are bouncing into 


the second half of the 20th century 
•with the eager resiliency of a rub- 
ber ball. 


The ordinary Belgian is almost 


as gadget-crazy as an American, 
and if his home doesn't have 
every labor-saying device on the 
market it is for only one reason— 
he can't afford them.
